But 
Stevenson was acclaimed and hon- 
ored everywhere he went on a 
tour of more than two months. 
Yet, in all his travels he met 
only one American newspaper- 
man, and this was by accident. 
So great was the pressure from 
Latin American papers that pool 
arrangements were necessary for 
reporters and photographers, but 
America heard relatively nothing 
about his doings and sayings. 


One of the human interest sto- 
ries which Americans would have 
liked was at the Bogota bull ring. 


Stevenson had no idea he was 
well known and greatly respected 
in Latin. America. What he did 
not know was that leading news- 
papers in the region had printed 
all his campaign speeches, his 
major addresses to universities 
and foreign relations groups and 
had run his books serially. 


Stevenson arrived at Bogota. He 
and his group were whisked, so 
to speak, from airport to bull 
ring. A massed crowd outside, 
which was in a near state of re- 
bellion because it could not ob- 
tain tickets, set up a great cry 
of acclaim. Inside, the massed 
benches let loose such a roar on 
Stevenson’s entry he flinched, 
thinking nothing less than a riot 
had erupted. His admiring hosts, 
the president and officials, as- 
sured him it was his welcome. 


Bull Fight 


Speeches were made. The great 
gates of the arena opened for the 
ritual of the bull fight proces- 
sional. It brought further salutes 
to the visiting American. 


Nor was this the end. The 
matadors dedicated their bulls to 
him. And when the long hours of 
death in the afternoon were done, 
Stevenson was hoisted to the 
shoulders of the crowd, along with 
the three matadors, and carried 
about the ring to the vast delight 
of the multitude which kept up 
a niagara of shouts. Chief among 
them was “uno,’” meaning, the 
first or best. 


Here was a picture Americans 
would have liked to have seen in 
their newspapers and on their 
television screens. Mr. Steven- 
son described himself as some- 
what nervous. Being ridden on 
the shoulders of excited admirers 
is even more insecure and pre- 
carious than a perch on a camel. 
But, he liked it. It was good to 
be a national hero instead of 
coping with one. At that moment 
the life of a topflight matador 
seemed to him much more enjoy- 
able and happy than that of a 
presidential candidate. 


Peons Came 


The story of the Stevenson trav- 
els in South America was not 
merely that scholars, students and 
intellectuals flocked to him. The 
peons came, too, in tremendous 
throngs, crying ‘“‘Ole, ole,’ to the 
visiting American. 


There is a continuing passion 
for liberty and freedom in Latin 
America. This region, too, is in 
transition. There is a demand 
for human dignity, for bread and 
land. And the Latin peoples are 
not bored with the subject. 


The business of freedom re- 
quires philosophic treatment. And, 
while mass America didn’t under- 
stand the subtleties and sophis- 
tications of Stevenson’s campaign 
speeches on the meaning and re- 
sponsibilities of freedom and dem- 
ocratic governmem, he communi- 
cated easily with our neighbors 
to the south. 


The example of the deed is more 
needed in the world today than 
that of the word. And Stevenson 


«provides both. 


There is a strong revolutionary 
process at work in the world. We 
are not untouched by it, as our 
own sit-ins and other evidences 
of discontent reveal. 


The Cuban program of land re- 
form threatens all Latin countries 
and only Premier Castro’s in- 
stability. restricts it as an ex- 
plosive export.

BERLIN (UPI)—The Communists reinforced their barbed wire

Nixon Will Sit at Summit 
It [Ike Has to Return to U.S. 


WASHINGTON—Vice President 
Nixon will represent the United 
States at the summit conference 
in Paris if President Eisenhower 
has to return to Washington at 
the end of a week because of 
“domestic requirements.” 


In announcing this Tuesday, the 
White House said Eisenhower ex- 
pected the heads of government 
meeting, which begins on May 
16, to last only a week, and in 
that expectation he had agreed 
on a date for his visit to Port- 
ugal. 


The White House statement, 
which was issued without com- 
ment by Presidential Press Sec- 
retary Hagerty, said:

“In connection with the pre- 
viously announced visit of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to Portugal, a 
date has now been agreed upon. 
President Eisenhower will arrive 
in Lisbon the morning of May 23 
and depart on May 24. 


“These dates were selected in 
expectation that the summit con- 
ference will have ended by that 
time. Should the conference con- 
tinue beyond the dates of the 
President’s visit to Portugal, how- 
ever, President Eisenhower either 
will return to Paris or, if do- 
mestic requirements make this 
impossible, will request Vice 


President Nixon to represent the 
United States for the remainder 
of the conference.” 


The White House did not say 
what ‘“‘domestic requirements” 
might necessitate the President's 
personal attention in Washington. 
Although by that time a _ good 
many bills will be flowing from 
Capitol Hill to the White House 
for the President's signature, it 
was pointed out that they could 
be flown to Paris in a few hours. 


It was pointed out also that 
when the President goes to the 
Soviet Union in June, the flood 
of bills may be at their peak and 
the President will be much far- 
ther away.

Old Friend 
Imprisoned 
By Castro 


HAVANA (UPI)—Premier Fidel 
Castro’s military aide-de-camp, 
Capt. Jesus Pelletier, has been 
arrested and jailed under mys- 
terious circumstances, it was re- 


ported Tuesday. 


It was assumed he was accused 
of conspiracy but there was no 
official information on the reasons 
for his arrest. The army man 
was a close friend of Castro and 
traveled with him constantly. 


Yanez was Castro’s aide on his 
visits last year to the United 
States, Canada, Venezuela and 
Argentina. His arrest could have 
been carried out only on orders 
of Castro. 


Yanez once was credited with 
having saved Castro’s life. He 
was reported to have refused an

Yanez came back into the army 
after the triumph of the revolu- 
tion, and Castro made him his 
aide-de-camp.

Of Giving Payola 


WASHINGTON (?}—Dick Clark, television idol of 
teen-agers, was accused indirectly Tuesday of paying 
other disc jockeys to play records in which he was finan- 


cially interested. 


Clark also was identified as 
probably the most important in- 
dividual in the country when it 
came to influencing sales of rec- 
ords. 


Both developments came before 
the House Committee on Legisla- 
tive Oversight as it resumed an 
inquiry into payola—the practice 
of making and taking secret pay- 
ments for plugging certain rec- 
ords over the air.

Thorough Cleanup 
Is Due at Athens 


Exposure of widespread gambling, 
prostitution and illegal liquor operations 
in Athens and Clarke County reveals an 
astonishing failure of law enforcement 
which follows the familiar pattern in such 
cases 


That such forces of vice should be op- 
erating from the home of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia makes it a matter of 
statewide concern. Carefully document- 
ed evidence compiled by Constitution re- 
porter Jack Nelson, after a long and 
thorough investigation, indicates a clean- 
up is in order and the sooner the better. 


It is clearly a violation of Georgia 
law to operate slot machines. Yet not 
only did Nelson discover them being op- 
erated in sight of law enforcement offi- 
cials but a factory for assembling them 
in open operation. He also observed liquor 
laws flagrantly being violated in so-called 
private clubs and investigated houses of 
prostitution. 


The size of the slot-machine operation 
is indeed surprising. Evidence they are 
being placed in many counties of the state 
—evidence in the hands of the Criminal 
Division of the State Law Department— 
should be made available to every com- 
munity concerned. The slot-machine rack- 
et is vicious and corrupting. 


We believe the vast majority of the 
people of Athens and Clarke County are 
fine, law-abiding citizens. They and the 
faculty and officials of the university do 
not approve of a situation which has 
grown up in plain view of police and 
strangely ignored. They do not like the 
victimizing of students and the threat to 
the good name of Athens as a center of 
learning and culture. 


The Clarke County Grand Jury is in- 
vestigating the charges. We suggest that 
this be thorough and that the cleanup be 
complete. The state has assisted in initiat- 
ing it through the good work of the crim- 
inal division of the law department, head- 
ed by Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert Hall with 
full cooperation from Atty. Gen. Eugene 
Cook. But application of criminal laws 
is the job of the local solicitor, police and 
the courts. It’s high time they made a 
start at it. 

Gambling and its accompanying vices 
must be fought in every community in 
which they appear. And from the evidence 
on hand at Athens, they exist in our 
midst in “many, many places, in coun- 


. ties and in cities,” as Mr. Hall aptly puts 


it. 

Meanwhile, the people of Athens and 
Clarke County have a responsibility to 
act in behalf of the whole state. We trust 
they will do so in their own interests and 
for the university.

Fire Prevention Work 


Helps Reduce Losses 


Increased emphasis on inspection of 
business buildings, which lately has been 
extended to homes, has proved an effec- 
tive means of reducing fire losses in At- 
lanta. 

A tremendous reduction was record- 
ed in the last six months of 1959. Further 
inroads on fire damage were made during 
the first quarter of 1960 when losses were 
one-fourth of the total for the correspond- 
ing period the previous year. 

This is a record in which the Atlanta 
Fire Department can take pride and 
at the same time cite as a basis for a 
higher degree of cooperation from the 
public in preventing fires. 

Even with the drastic reduction in 
losses during the last six months of 1959, 
the final totals for the year showed $3,- 
431,966 in property damaged or de- 
stroyed, 15 persons killed and 52 injured. 

As Chief L. Waits Guthrie pointed out 
in his annual report, this tragic loss of 
lives is a constant reminder of the great 
danger of fires. 

The department’s checking for fire 
hazards is continuing and with the help 
of the public Atlanta can continue to re- 
duce the needless loss of lives and prop- 
erty. 


Nashville Mayor Offers 


Some Facts on Cities 


Champions of states rights, those who 
ery in alarm of “encroaching federal con- 
trol,” would do well to read and heed the 
words of Mayor Ben West of Nashville, 
Tenn.

Prosperous future, Georgia above all 
states need to appraise and adjust the 
rural-urban relationship. 

The county unit system as now 
stacked and disproportionate rural con- 
trol in the assembly bring our urban 
areas closer and closer to a point where 
taxation without representation — yes, 
even government without representation 
~——becomes a present reality and not just 
a phrase from the colonial past.

Khrushchev’s Ultimatum 
Is Still Unacceptable 


If Premier Khrushchev’s tough speech 
at Baku is any indication, there can be 
little progress at the coming summit 
meeting on Berlin or any of the other 
fundamental issues dividing East and 
West. 

The Soviet leader came dangerously 
close to renewing his ultimatum on Ber- 
lin. He served notice again that unless 
the West accepts his plan for a peace 
treaty with a divided and neutralized 
Germany, he will conclude a separate 
treaty with his East German puppet 
regime. With this he would abrogate all 
Western rights in Berlin, close all West- 
ern access to the city by land, water and 
air and if the West moves to assert its 
rights, he threatens to “meet force with 
force.” 

Khrushchev also rejected the West- 
ern proposals for a German plebiscite on 
reunification, leaving the gulf of dis- 
agreement as wide as ever. 

The West, of course, cannot accept 
these conditions and will not do so even 
at the risk of war. President de Gaulle 
repeated this determination in his address 
to a joint session of Congress on Monday 
while warning that the great questions of 
treaties and border settlements could not 
be settled at the summit. He considers 
these problems insoluble now but would 
begin on disarmament and less sensitive 
regions. 

But Khrushchev seems bent upon 
pressing his advantage—an advantage 
given him by one of the worst decisions 
the West made in World War II. This 
created a Berlin which is an island sur- 
rounded by the Soviets. 

There is hope, shared by De Gaulle, 
that the Soviet premier merely is trying 
to establish a maximum bargaining po- 
sition. If he is not, the summit meeting 
is doomed to failure. 
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Average Farmer Faces 


Increasing Challenge 


Georgia is expected to produce more 
cotton this year than in 1959. 

But here’s what planters are up 
against, according to Agronomist P. J. 
Bergeaux of the Extension Service: Pro- 
duction of almost 500 pounds of cotton 
per acre is necessary merely to meet cur- 
rent production expenses. 

Although many Georgia growers an- 
nually surpass the latter figure, the state 
average is 383 pounds. Increased yields 
per acre is the only way for those whose 
production is average or below to stay in 
the cotton-farming business. 

Some will manage to up their yields 
enough to make a profit. But many will 
not, thus hastening the trend toward 
large corporate farming operations which 
for the most part now are concentrated in 
the Western states. 

Another trend so far as Georgia is 
concerned is expected to be furthered 
this year. A fewer number of acres will be 
devoted to such crops as corn, oats, pea- 
nuts, soybeans, sorghums and in the com- 
bined acreage of all hay crops. 

One reason is participation in the con- 
servation phase of the Soil Bank program. 
Another is the generally low prices re- 
ceived for those crops. 

So here again is emphasized the fact 
that increased stress will have to be 
placed on higher yields per acre in order 
to make a profit. 

It adds up to a challenge which can 
only be met by application of the best 
in scientific practices, further diversifi- 
cation, better marketing procedures and 
improvements in the many other facets 
now necessary in building a successful 
farm operation. 


St. Louis Post-Dispatch 


At the very bottom of our economic scale are 
1,000,000 migratory farm workers—500,000 of 
them Americans, the other 500,000 Mexicans. In 
southern California, where many of them work, 
they put in a nine-hour day and a six-day week 
for $27 in take-home pay with plenty of tempta- 
tions to keep them from taking all of it home. 
Across the nation these farm workers earn less 
than $900 a year. 

They are outside the laws which protect 
most other workers. For them there is no mini- 
mum wage law, no unemployment compensa- 
tion, no payment in case of accident or illness. 
Generally they are not eligible for benefits under 
state and local welfare laws. si

Britain’s Defense Uproar 


Should Be Lesson to U.S. 


The uproar in Britain over what appears to be an eminently sane 
decision—to scrap a $1,500,000,000 missile program and buy missiles 
from the United States instead~is in marked contrast to the bewil- 
dered quiet this country so far has accorded the Pentagon's near- 
abandonment of a project on which it has already expended $3,700,- 


000,000. 
There is a big difference in the 


figures. Britain had spent only 
182 million dollars on its Blue 
Streak 2,500-mile-range rocket be- 
fore ditching the %$1,500,000,000 
project in favor of buying proved 
missiles from us. The Pentagon 
had already spent its $3,700,000,000 
on the Bomarc missile and its 
allied warning system, Sage, be- 
fore agreeing with earlier critics 
that it was already obsolescent. 


But in Britain the cries of 
“‘waste’”’ (and of nationalistic out- 
rage at staking future nuclear 
striking power on U.S. pledges) 
are so loud that the Labor Party 
has already introduced a motion 
of censure and a demand for a 
probe in which even some Con- 
servatives are joining. Yet the 
government’s decision is in full 
accord with what Britons and 
Americans alike hailed back in 
1957, when President Eisenhower 
told Queen Elizabeth during her 
visit that “Our scientists must 
work together—NATO should not 
be thought of merely as a mili- 
tary alliance (but) a way of group- 
ing ability, manhood, resources, 
industries and factories.” 

Not much, actually, has been 
done to give real meaning to the 
President's statement; we have 
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come nowhere near the old Anglo- 
Canadian-American teamwork 
that produced the atomic bomb 
in World War II. But surely’ it 
is sensible now, as British De- 
fense Minister Harold Watkinson 
argues, for Britain to save money 
by shelving one of its own obso- 
lescent programs, to take note 
of the proven vulnerability of 
fixed-site missile launching bases 
and to turn instead to the land- 
and-sea mobility of our Navy’s 
Polaris and other missiles to 
come. 

The trouble in Britain, it ap- 
pears, is that unlike us they have 
no war-hero in office self-pro- 
claimed as the best if not the only 
expert in judging defense needs, 
ready (and accustemed) to blast 
all critics as “‘blind’’ and “‘stu- 
a, aie 

This shocking lack has given 
them, however, certain advan- 
tages. In 1957 they followed our 
lead in reducing defense expendi- 
tures. But in 1960 they are about 
to adopt the largest peace-time 
defense budget in their history. 
And no one in either party, so 
far as the trans-Atlantic cables 
show, has yet tagged as ‘“‘blind’’ 
or “stupid” the healthy criticism 
responsible for this radical—and 
wise—reversal of course.

WASHINGTON—His excellency, the president 


of France is not yet so exuberant a representa- 
tive of that country as Maurice Chevalier. Nor 


is he yet even toujours gai. But Gen. de Gaulle, who once cultivated 
remoteness, is saying au revoir to all that. 


In an hour-long press confer- 
ence at the National Press Club, 
he dispensed as much liberte, 
egalite and fraternite as one could 
expect from a Frenchman who 
regularly keeps rendezvous with 
destiny.

for failure to pay sales taxes on 
the proceeds from slot machines. 


_ Assistant Atty. Gen. Robert 
Hall, head of the State Law de- 
partment’s criminal investigation 
division, said Atty. Gen. Eugene 
Cook likely will move to revoke 
the charter of Chambers Music Co. 


Hall said the attorney general’s 
office and Sol. Gen. Pollock are 
working in “full cooperation” on 
the investigation. Hall said the 
attorney general's office will turn 
over all evidence to Pollock. 


SCANDAL STIRRING? 


Cook said he ordered the probe 
because of the sales tax angle 
and allegations that university 
students have been losing money 
in the gambling devices, and be- 
cause of the possibility that Cham- 
bers Music Co. was engaging in an 
illegal business in violation of its 
corporate charter. 


Hall said a sales tax civil lia- 
bility case will be made against 
the firm. Hall and Cook said any 
criminal prosécution would be a 
matter for local authorities. 


Cook notified Sheriff Tommy 
Huff's office of the tax investiga- 
tion and told a deputy there 
were “‘bound to be some criminal 
violations.” 


When a reporter asked Huff

about the investigation, he said 
it appeared to him that “some- 
body is trying to stir up a scandal 
in the newspapers.” 


PASTOR SPEAKS 


Sol. Gen: Pollock said he will 
cooperate with Cook and will be 
glad to see any of the attorney 
general’s evidence. 


The solicitor said he has not 
heard any complaint of gambling 
in Clarke County. 


However, the Rev. William Ty- 
son, pastor of Young Harris 
Methodist Church in Athens, said 
he and a group of other citizens 
went to Pollock about three years 
ago with complaints of widespread 
operation of gambling devices. 


The visit with Pollock produced 
no action, the minister said. 


“He told us,” the Rev. Mr. Ty- 
son said, ** ‘I’m a prosecutor. You 
get the evidence and I will prose 
cute,’ ” 


Dr. Howard Giddens, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of Athens 
and president of the Georgia Bap- 
tist Convention, gave the same 
account of the meeting with Pol- 
lock. 

Some 100 gambling devices lo- 
cated in various private clubs in 
Clarke County reportedly were

The dime machine usually winds 
up draining dollars from the stu- 
dents’ pockets. It’s a complicated 
machine with six different score- 
cards you can play at once—each 
scorecard costs a dime, which 
means you can lose 60 cents on a 
single game. 


An 18-year-old freshman, who 
looked three years younger, drank 
beer and played the device on a 
50-50 arrangement with another 
student the other night. In other 
words, they divided their losses 
evenly. The freshman bragged 
that he had beat the machine be- 
fore. 


In Uppy’s, a_ restaurant . on 
Highways 78 and 29 just west of 
Athens, a 19-year-old sophomore 
was playing a pinball device. He 
and another student, both from a 
west Georgia county, put several 
dollars in the nickel machine. 


The pinball device at Uppy’s 
also is a complicated machine 
that offers extra balls on a gam- 
ble. If an extra ball would give 
a good chance for winning a num- 
ber of free games (which can be 
turned into cash), you can drop 
nickels in on the chance you will 
get the extra ball. Sometimes it 
takes only a nickel, but you could 
drop nickels in almost indefinitely, 
losing several dollars on one 
game. 


The sophomore put $10 or more 
in nickels into the device and

Lovers’ Spat 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 20- 
year-old American University 
graduate student drove his dead 
girl friend to a fire house Tuesday 
night and told firemen he stabbed 
her in a campus lovers’ quafrel. 


Coroner A. Magruder Mac- 
Donald identified the girl as Ju- 
dith Hubbard, 21-year-old dark- 
haired daughter of Rear Adm. and 
Mrs. Niles H. Hubbard of Arling- 
ton,: Va. She had been stabbed 
once in the chest, he said. Hub- 
bard is director of legistics and 
plans, division headquarters, chief 
of Navy operations. 


Police Lt. George Donohue iden- 
tified the youth as John S. Sween- 
ey, 20, and said he had been 
formally charged with homicide. 
Donohue said the youth gave po- 
lice this story: 


He and Miss Hubbard, also a 
student at American University, 
had been going steadily since the 
beginning of the school term and 
had planned to marry. Lately, 
however, she had taken to teasing 
him about keeping company with 
other suitors. 


The teasing had upset him, po- 
lice said the youth told them, and 
on Monday he had purchased a 
98-cent sheath knife with a six- 
inch blade. 


Tuesday he told police, Miss 
Hubbard agreed to go for a drive 
with him and they discussed their 
engagement status while parked in 
his car on a lot at the university. 


They argued and their quarrel 
grew violent, Sweeney _ said, 
whereupon he unsheathed his knife 
and they tussled. He said he 
stabbed her once in the chest aft- 
er cutting superficially both her 
hands when she tried to ward off 
the fatal knife blow. 


Then, police said Sweeney told 
them, he drove six blocks to. a 
firehouse to obtain medical as- 
sistance for Miss Hubbard. An 
ambulance was called, but the girl 
was pronounced dead on _ the 
scene.

DORA, Ala. (UPI) — Eleven- 
year-old Joe Neil Henson was re- 
leased in his .mother’s . custody 
Tuesday after admitting that he 
killed his father Monday night 
with a five-inch. knife.

Seized on 


Tax Charge’ 


CHICAGO (UPI)—Anthony J. 
Accardo, reputed czar of the 
Chicago crime syndicate founded 
by Al Capone, was arrested Tues- 
day on the same charges which 
torpedoed Capone—income tax 
evasion. 


The poker-faced gang lord, clad 
in pajamas and bathrobe, was 
waiting on the front porch when 
federal agents arrived at sunup 
at his $500,000 mansion in sub- 
urban River Forest. 


Accardo was taken to Chicago's 
Federal Court house clad in a 
tasteful blue suit and handcuffs. 
After three hours in custody, Ac- 
cardo was released on $25,000 
bond with his record of never 
spending a night in jail in life in- 
tact. 


Another Accardo boast had 
been shattered, however. In 35 
years in the underworld, Accardo 
had never been indicted. But a 
federal grand jury Monday night 
returned a three-count indictment 
charging the man known as 
“Tough Tony” with a penny ante 
tax dodge — turning in faked up 
expense accounts. 


During the years of 1956, 1957 
and 1958, the indictment charged, 
Accardo had written off the op- 
erating cost of his Mercedes-Benz 
limousine as business expenses 
for his job as a beer saleman.

HAVANA (®#—Two American desperadoes were 
held incommunicado by Cuban officials Tuesday while 
the legal wheels ground out orders for their return to 
Nassau to face British charges of murder and piracv.

Some Data 
To Control 
Body Odor 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M. D, 

We're picking up today from 
yesterday’s column — the letters 
from J. C., who is worried about 
odor, and Mrs. N. H., whose hus- 
band’s feet cause a similar prob- 
lem. 


Here’s a checklist of things. to 
do: 


1. You can’t beat bathing, of 
course, although most people need 
to go further than just that, 


2. Clean clothes. It isn’t the 
perspiration by itself~it is the 
action of bacteria, which causes 
fermentation. We don’t all happen 
to carry the same types of bac- 
teria, so some people have more 
trouble than others. But even in 
winter we perspire a bit. The 
bacteria - laden moisture 
doesn’t just stay on the skin. It 
penetrates the clothes. So, change. 
Let garments (if not washable 
ones) hang and dry and air for 
a day or two between wearings. 


CHANGE HOSE 


3. Feet can cause trouble be- 
cause of the apocrine glands. 
Change socks daily. (I know of 
people who find it helpful to 
change socks twice a day.) Alter- 
nate with shoes, wearing a pair 
one day and another the next. 
Let the shoes dry. and air. Dust 
them with an antiseptic powder, 
perhaps one containing formalin. 

4. Avoid dressing too heavily. 
Allow air circulation. 


5. Underarm shaving is helpful. 
Again, the apocrine gland secre 
tions are involved. Shaving af- 
fords less “‘cover,’’ to use a sport- 
man’s term, for the bacteria to 
thrive. 


6. Particular care should be 
exercised at menstrual time. 

7. Infections or abnormal dis- 
charges from ears or other organs 
should be corrected. It’s a sound 
health measure; it also serves to 
limit the bacteria on the skin sur- 
faces. 


8. Give serious thought to .les- 
sening or correcting nervous con- 
ditions, because for whatever rea- 
sons, such persons are far more 
likely to develop stronger odors.

Then, four months after gradu- 
ation, she married Lyndon 
Johnson after a whirlwind court- 
ship. 


Since then, her best talents 
have been devoted to making 
his demanding life as pleasant 
as possible. 


The couple divide their year 
between a ranch near Johnson 
City, Tex., and a white colonial 
house in northwest Washington. 


Their daughters—Lynda Bird, 
15, and Lucy Baines, 11—form- 
erly attended school in Texas 
during the fall semester, re- 
turning to classes in Washington 
in January, after Congress con- 
vened. 


“After the ninth grade, the 
teachers won't take it any 
more,’ Mrs. Johnson said. ‘‘So 
the children now stay in Wash- 
ington for the school year. 


“It’s like choostng between 
your children and your husband. 
I try to live in both places.” 


When the Johnsons first met, 
he was secretary to Rep. Rich- 
ard Klieberg, of Texas. He be- 
came a congressman three 
years later, at age 29.

Johnson recalled. “Finally I 
got a little frustrated and 
bought this hom..”’

Contributing Years 


Are From 20 to 50.

NEW YORK, April 26 (UPI) —American women 
enjoy a period of highest status as contributing mem- 
bers of society between the ages of 20 to 50 years. 


A new report from the Unit- 
ed States Senate Subcommittee 
on problems of the aged and 
aging shows that during these 
years of child-bearing and child- 
rearing, “the average woman 
feels that she is accomplishing 
—and looks her best.” 


The report is based on an 
analysis of expert testimony 
given during recent subcommit- 
tee hearings. 


What happens at the. half- 
century mark is this: Children 
become independent and leave 
home. But that’s not all. Loss 
of a spouse frequently occurs 
at this crucial time. And the 
shrinking of family circle fre- 
quently is accompanied by a 
dip in income. 

GOLDEN YEARS 


As a result, increasing lone- 
liness and poverty quickly tar- 
nish the so-called ‘golden 
years.” 


The report shows that many 
of the older women are in “‘dire 
financial straits.”” Half of the 
elderly women with income re- 
ceived less than $741 in 1957. 


The income in many cases is 
short of the cost of living. An 
elderly woman living in rented 
quarters in an average urban 
area needs about $1,200 a year 
for a modest but adequate level 
of living, the subcommittee re- 
ported. 


In New York City an elderly 
woman living alone needs $1,- 
600 a year because of higher 
living costs. 

But an elderty woman living 
in the household of one of her 
children needs money, too. She 
needs between $850 and $900 a 


year, 


The subcommittee report 
shows that aged widows are the 
most seriously “impoverished” 
sector of the aged population. 


Several factors contribute to 
the dilemma of the widows. For 
example — company pensions 
usually end with the death of 
the husband; widows receive 
three-fourths of husband’s full 
Social Security payments upon 
their spouse’s death. 


Many of the widows, how- 
ever, never worked outside the 
home and their husbands were 
not covered by Social Security. 
When widowed, such women 
often depend on old age assist- 
ance. 


LIVE LONGER 


On the average a married 
woman can expect to be wid- 
owed for about eight years. 


This is because women usually 


live longer than men and gen- 
erally marry men a few years 
their senior. 


In addition to the financial 
problems and the loss of com- 
panionship, the elderly women 
—because of failing health— 
have increased medical ex- 
penses. Those over 65 years of 
age make 7.6 visits to the doc- 
tor a year. 


The subcommittee, headed by 
Sen. Pat McNamara (D-Mich), 
was created in Feb., 1959. It 
has made some recommenda- 
tions for legislation to help the 
aged. 


The subcommittee anticipates 
that specific legislation will be 
introduced following additional 
studies.

Houses May Float 


In Future Years 


CHICAGO (WNS) — Chairs with built-in seat 
belts may be standard household furnishings in the 
year 2,010, says interior designer Sydney Simon. 


They will be needed in the 
startling anti-gravity houses 
which designer Simon, of the 
American Institute of Deco- 
rators, predicts for 50 years 
from now. 


Built of plastic bricks or cast- 
ings, the houses won't be earth- 
bound but will rest orn an air 
blanket. Jet power will force 
the house away from the earth’s 
surface. 


“No danger of termites, flood- 
ing, and such earthy perils,” 
Mr. Simon pointed out. ‘“‘Be- 
cause the houses can rotate, 
thus effectively catching sun- 
rays, a heating system can be 
eliminated. Since they float and 
catch all vagrant breezes, air- 


conditioning won't. be neces- 
sary.”’ 
USE SUNLIGHT 


He pointed out that the anti- 
gravity house will also use sun- 
light for light and energy, re- 
ducing many costs. But there 
may be new expenses because, 
“in addition to the need for 
seat belts, we will need anti- 
gravity furniture and acces- 
sories. Chairs and tables will 
probably be magnetized to the 
stainless steel or aluminum al-

Color schemes which depend 
today on whether a room faces 
east, west, north or south will 
have to be rethought in terms of 
rooms which constantly change 
direction. Strong __anti-fade 
fabrics will be needed. 


His own preference is the 
glass-domed house, which he 
calls’ a  decorator’s dream. 
Privacy will be the only prob- 
lem, according to Mr. Simon. 


In-the next century he sees 
“walls of gentle, easy-on-the- 
eyes light. Whole walls will be- 
come giant television screens, 
with hi-fi and FM behind them. 
Of course, this creates prob- 
lems of where to put furniture 
in order not to cut off the 
view. 

WORKING WALLS 


“But it will minimize the clut- 
tered effect of different kinds 
of sound and sight equipment, 
which will all be behind a work- 
ing wall. When ‘turned off,’ 
working walls won't be dis- 
tinguishable from _ ordinary 
Walls.”’ 


Consumers will have all the 
fun and designers all the head- 
aches, laments Mr. Simon. He 
foresees round houses as the 
most common type in 50 years. 


“Round rooms can be awfully 
boring if they’re not handled 
right. To put furniture against 
the walls, we'll have to keep 
lines angular for contrast, 
while building chairs and sofas 
with rounded backs. Otherwise, 
we'd end up with a wall of 
furniture in the middle of the 
room,’’ Mr. Simon says.

Buy yourself some 
beeswax—notions counters have 
it in small quantity for home 
sewing. As you are making the 
loops, run the beeswax along 
the length of the thread from 
time to time, pulling the thread 
taut as you do so. This helps 
straighten the thread and keeps 
it from’ getting twisted and 
snarled. Don’t try to sew with 
a strand of thread that is too 
long. Beeswax is great but it’s 
not a miracle worker.

The So-So Sox 


It’s usually along about June before you start 
hearing rumors of dissension on second-division clubs 
such as the Boston Red Sox. But the season was only 
seven games old when Manager Billy Jurges heard the 
word that his untalented Bosox were unhappy. 


Jurges promptly called a clubhouse meeting before Tuesday’s 
bout with the Yankees and. quizzed his troops about reports in vari- 
ous Boston gazettes. According to sources. reliable and otherwise, 
Boston players reportedly were beefing 
over Jurges’ managerial decisions. 


The players allegedly didn’t ap- 
prove of the manner in which Jurges 
has juggled his lineup. But certainly 
you can’t fault the man for shuffling 
his players. That’s the only possible 
chance the Bosox have of winning.

You’d figure that the Bosox 
should be in a jubilant mood.

And that’s a terrific pace for 
the crew Jurges must pilot this 
summer. 


It’s only natural that losers are 
seldom happy, and the Sox are destined 
to be losers. Second division clubs are 
always discontented. John McGraw, Connie Mack and Houdini 
couldn't win the pennant with the group of ‘‘Has Beens and Never 
Have Beens” assigned to Jurges. Now that Ted Williams is over 
the hill, Frank Malzone is the only legitimate star in the cast.

Mr. Williams, the renowned philosopher who usually has his foot 
in his mouth when he doesn’t have a bat on his shoulder, served as 
a self-appointed spokesman for the Bosox. Theodore has, from time 
to time, attributed everything from the Boston Tea Party to Gold- 
fine’s trials and tribulations to the Boston press.

According to the 
stories, Green was offered constructive criticism by Jurges after 
booting a grounder which opened the gate for four Washington runs. 


Jurges informed Green that he was ‘‘too relaxed’”’ on the roller. 


When Mr. Joe Reichler, ace of the Associated Press’ base- 
ball staff, approached Green for comment Tuesday he confirmed 
that Green and Jurges didn’t see eye to eye on the boot. 


‘“‘T don’t know whether I backed up on the ball or not. All I know 
is I booted the ball,’’ Green said. ‘“‘And I’m. going to boot a lot more. 
Me too relaxed? Well, 1... aw, mister, just say I’ve got no com- 
ment to make.” 


Green already had made sufficient comment. In so doing he 
inadvertently pointed out that dissension isn’t the problem confront- 
ing the Bosox.
